1. FUNCTIONS AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF AO SEVER IN GABORONE 
COMPLETED. AMBASSADOR AND ALL HIS STAFE HAVE PITCHED IN TO 
JELL ARRANGEMENTS FOR AN INTENSIVE SCHEDULE FOR THE TRADE 
MISSION. PLANS INCLUDE (A) A LUNCHEON AND A RECEPTION WHICH 
AMBASSADOR HAS KINDLY AGREED TO HOST, EMBASSY BRIEEING, (B) 

A CRISP TWO-HOUR MEETING CONDUCTED BY THE EMBASSY OFFICER TO 
PROVIDE AN OPPORTUNITY FOR AVIATION LEADERS OF BOTSWANA TO 
OUTLINE EACILITIES AND ASPIRATION AND FOR TRADE MISSION 
MEMBERS TO PEAK INTEREST IN THEIR PRODUCTS/SERVICES TO BE 
'17 0 3$ (C) ONE-ON-ONE INDIVIDUALIZED APPOINTMENTS 
AS DETAILED IN THE TM PROGRAM IN BOTSWANA OUTLINED BELOW. 

THE VISIT TO BOTSWANA DN THE FORMAT ARRANGED ARE BELIEVED 
BEST TO GIVE EAST START FOR TRADE MISSION MEMBERS IN A LAND- 
LOCKED COUNTRY WITH FEW ROADS, WHICH WILL BE EXPANDING ITS 
INTERNATIONAL AS WELL AS GRASS-ROOTS AIR TRANSPORT 
SECTOR. IN ROUGHLY SIMILAR SITUATIONS ARE NEIGHBORING 
ZAMBIA, LESOTHO AND SWAZILAND. HERE, TRANSPORTATION 
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AND COMMUNICATIONS HAVE HIGHEST PRIORITY, AND PROPOSALS 
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INCLUDING FINANCING MAY HAVE FIRST CONSIDERATION.

ON FLIGHT BP 212 FROM JOHANNESBURG. POPE WILL BE 
RETURNTING FROM YAOUNDE COMMERCIAL OFFICERS CONFERENCE 
AND WILL ACCOMPANY TM ON BP 212 JOHANNESBURG-GABORONE. 
CO HOOPER WILL TRANSPORT TM TO HOLIDAY INN AND CHECK IN. 
AT BIC, ALSO IN HOLIDAY INN, POPE WILL BRIEE TM RE 
GENERAL AND AVIONICS CIRCUMSTANCES IN AREA. AT THE
